Joseph Devlin and John Pur- 
roy Mitchel to Speak 
at the Odeon. 


ONE SITS IN PARLIAMENT, 
OTHER HAS HISTORIC NAME 


During Their Tour of America They 
Are Organizing Leagues to Aid 
Tenants in Struggle 
Against Landlords. 


Joseph Devlin, representative in the Brit- 
ish Parllament of North Kilkenny, Ireland, 
has arrived in the city, and 18 a guest at 
the Southern Hotel. He is accompanied by 
John Purroy Mitchel of New York. 

(‘onaiderable interest will attach to the 
presence in the city of Mr. Mitchel, who is 
“ grandson of the celebrated John Mitchel, 
the ablest and most determined opponent of 
english rule in Ireland during the last 100 
years. 

Mitchel, the elder, had an extraordinary 
career. Ile was convicted of treason in 1848, 
and was transported. to Van Dieman's 
land, then an English penal colony. With 
the ald of a friend, P. J. Smyth. who after- 
wards represented Westmeath tn the House 
of Commons, Mitchel escaped. 

fie immediately made his way to the 
United States and started a newspaper in 
Richmond, Va. He was an ardent seym- 
pathizer with the South during the civil 
war, and his son, James Mitchel, was a 
fiaff officer under Gen. John B. Gordon. 


When the war was over John Mitchel 
returned to Ireland and was elected M. P. 
for Tipperary, but his election was de- 
ciared invalid on the ground that he was 
a convict, Mitchel wrote a ‘“‘History of 
lreland,”’ a “Life of Hugh O'Neill,”’ “The 
Last Conquest of Ireland, Perhaps,’ and 
the “Jail Journal.’’ 

The “Jal Journal’ was considered a 
masterpiece of English, and the London 
Times pronounced Mitchel the best English 
writer of his generation. 

Both Will Speak 

on Land Situation. 

Mr. Deviin will address a meeting at the 
Odeon Tuesday evening, and his remarks 
will relate chiefly to the general situation 
in Irefand as well as the progress that 


has been made by the United Irish Lague 
in the I'nited States. Mr. Mitchel will al- 
eo make a brief address 

When asked what he thought of the re- 
cent land cofiference, Mr. Devlin aaid it 
wae highivy ‘#atisfactory, and that the 
statements made by some Irish-American 
speakers that it was in favor of the land- 
lords was erroneous. 

The conference was merely a sort of ad- 
visory body, and unlegg its suggestions 
were (ncorporated into an,act of Parliament 
ita labors, he sald, would have no effect. 
Mr. Deviin said that little could be said 
on the subject until the promised land bill 
of the government was introduced in Per- 
lament. When the land question te finally 
settied,. as he expects it will be, Mr. Dev- 
lin said that a vigorous agitation for legis- 
lative independence would follow. The 
Irish landlords have been the strongest op- 
ponents of home rule, and when they are 
shorn of power and authority the greatest 
obstacie to a national parliament will be 
removed, 


Hes Organized 

Many Branches. 

Mr. Devlin has been eight monthea in this 
country, and during that time has organ- 
ized 220 branches of the United Irish 
League. Since the league was started $79.- 


Oo" has been subecribed and the amount 
forwarded to Ireland, where it has been 
used in perfecting. the home organization. 
and assisting the Irish tenantry in their 
struggle against landiord oppression. Mr. 
Deviin told a good story apropos of the 
ignorance of English officials on Irish af 
faire. Mr. Wvyndham was Introducing a bill 
in the Hiouse of Commons to improve the 
condition of harbors, and when he had fin- 
ished his speech Mr. John Roche, M. P. for 
Chalway. made a plea in favor of the por’ 
of Woodford tn hia constituency. The chief 
recretary, replying, eaid that in considera- 
tion of the singular moderation of the gen- 
Jlieman's demands as well as his powerful 
arguments he would give the matter his 
Closest attention and would promise that 
something would be done for the port of 
Woodford. 

The joke lay In the fact that Woodford is 
en iniand town—40 miles from the sea-—and 
that consequently there waa no port to be 
asaisted. 

Mr. Devitn is the youngest member of 
the House of Commona, being yet under 39 
years of age. 

During his absence in the United States 
he was returned for Kilkenny, although 
e had never visited the constituency in his 
ife.

Fh waist, trimmed in similar 
fushion, was Jecollete, with Marie Anitoin- 
ette lace sleeves, and the magnificent 
mantle was completely of lace spangled 
with silver, pearis and diamonds over a 
lining of silver mousseline and bordered 
with white ostrich tips. A deep Medici 
collar framed in her face, a necklace b.ing 
worn on the throat and g@ tiara on the 
brow. The eight iIadiee and gentiemen 
in waiting were only a degree iess gor- 
geous in costumes. 

The -parade of the Mvystick Krews of 
Comus portraying ‘“‘A Leaf from ithe Ma- 
habharata’’ was the most dazzging of the 
carnival. It was a dreim of Oriental eplen- 
dor. At the ball, where Comus and his 
queen, Miss Myrtle Stauffer, were the cen- 
tral Ngures, the most gracerul compliment 
was reserved for Miss Roosevalt, whorwas 
summoned before the monarch and pre- 
sented with a large bouquet.
